NEWS AFTER MIDNIGHT 


*BONDON, Aug. 18.—[ Exclusive Dis- 
patch. From Tokio and Chefoo 
comes the news that the assault upon 
Port Arthur has entered upon its final 
stage. The refusal of Gen, Stoessel 
to surrender was followed, Tuesday 
and Wednesday, by continuous 
bombardment of the fortress both 
from land and sea. The struggle for 


inner forts brought on a land en- 
gagement, Wednesday night, which 
was in progress yesterday morning. 
Hundreds of dead and wounded Japa- 
nese were carried to Neifushan hospit- 
als, on the slopes of Pidgeon Bay. 
Refagees arrived in Chefoo last 
night f Port Arthur believe that 
an assault on the inner positions be- 
gan at midnight Wednesday. The 
Japanese right wing was engaging the 
Russian infantry on the east of the 
Etze range of hills, and a battle of 
magnitude was under way on the east 
side of town. The Japanese center. 
south of Wolf's Hills, had opened 
with mortars at 10 o'clock in the 
evening. All coal wharves were 
ablaze, two naval drydocks had been 
smashed, and the center of the old 
section of Port Arthur was  burn- 
Fewer than a hundred non-combat- 
ants are in the fortress. Gen. Stoes- 
sel, in- ten days, has lost more than 
one-half of his force, having 1400 in 
dead and 7000 wounded. In the effort 
to save Petous Mountain, 300 in killed 
and 1400 in wounded were lost in six- 


There was a general closing of all 
Japanese lines about Kouropatkin yes- 
terday morning, and in the outpost 
skirmishes the Russians were driven 
in.

“Vice-Admiral Kamimura, with four 
armored cruisers, kept steadfastly en- 
gaging us in such manner as to keep 
us from assisting the Rurik. 

“While the Rurik continued fighting,: 
we continued our efforts to attract the 
enemy farther north, in the hope that 


her two comparatively weaker oppo- 
nents and that after repairing the dam- 
ages to her rudder she would be able 
to reach Vladivostok independently. | 

“Shortly before 10 o'clock the en- 
emy’s fire was the most terrific of the 
battle, but to our astonishment the 
whole Japanese squadron left us after 
the most deadly fighting which had 
lasted five hours. 

“The Rossia had sustained eleven 
holes at her line and the Gromoboi had 
six. Both cruisers lost more than half 
their officers and the losses among the 
men totalled 26 per cent. 

“It appeared impossible to renew the 
battle or to return to the Rurik, which 
was now thirty miles to the south. 

“Taking advantage of the calm, we 
stopped our engines and quickly com- 
menced to repair the breaches in our 
vessels so as to enable us to proceed. 
to Viadivostok. Capt. Berlinsky of the 
Rossia was killed and several of his of- 
ficers weré wounded. Qn board the 
Gromoboi two HNeutenants were killed 
and other officers were wounded. 
Both cruisers had 135 men killed and 
wounded. Capt. Berlinsky was 
buried at sea.” 

The report concludes by testifying to 
the heroism displayed by all the offi- 
cers and men who, it says, seemed to 
have been made ot iron, knowing no 
fear nor fatigue. ;

About That Water Tributary.” | 

BURBANK, Aug. 17.—{To the Fa- 
iter of The Times:] With regard to 
the water question, which is agitating 
the people and giving Los Angeles an 
unenviable notoriety, it is about time 
some statement from the ranchers’: 
side was forthcoming, in view of the 
several recent articles from the stand- 
point of the city’s claims. e ranch- 
ers have heretofore said nothing and 
“sawed wood,” i. e., kept on irrigating 
and allowed Mr. Mulholland to occupy 
your columns with burning articles on 
the water shortage, due to the farmers 
Stealing the water, only to discover 
the next day that millions of gallons 
of good water were running to waste 
through the sewer. But the more re- 
cent articles have been so misleading 
in the conclusions drawn that it seems 
certain that, coming from those in a 
position to know better, they must be 
intended to influence public sentiment. 
It is about time the general public got 
hold of some facts besides these, name- 
ly, that the city gets its water from 
the river and that the ranchers are 
stealing that water and causing a 
shortage. One article stated that the 
river's volume has been decreasing for 
the past eleven years, and drawing the 
conclusion that this its due to the 
pumping. Anyone who will stop to 
think will remember that for the same 
period we have had a.record-breaking 
series of dry seasons, a fair amount of 
rainf some seasons, but the average 
for thé stated period far below normal. 
We are feeling the effects of this now 
more than ever before and will con- 
tinue to do so for some time to come, 
at the best, for it will take several 
sasons of heavy rainfall to fill the un- 
derground channels. In some of the 
cafions above Fernando, where small 
streams have always flowed there is 
now not a drop of water showing that 
the fountainheads are drying up. Mean. 
while the ranchers have been punch- 
ing holes into the ground, tapping wa- 
ter strata far below the river and 
pumping that water to the surface, 
where a large percentage finds its way 
by percolation into the strata that 
feed, the river. In a number of cases 
in my own knowledge, 
wells have been sunk, the water has 
raised higher with each succeeding 
stratum tapped until it has stood in 
the casing above the surface. But in 
every, case, when the casing was cut at 
the various levels, the Water sank to 
the level of the surface strata. 

What does this mean if not that these 
wells ate a direct and very substantial 
benefit to the city by bringing from 
the depths water that flows into the 
river strata. Those who are in charge 
of the city’s water affairs are in a 
position to know these facts, and they 
are certainly following a very short-

Rowan, who was at tust time resid- 
ing with her mother and sister at No. 
1145 South Bunker Hm avenue at. the 
track, and the novelty of the sur-

A marri license was obtained, 
Sutherland's age being given as 28 
years, and that of the bride as 23 
years, and the two were married by 
the Rev. A. A. Kidder. That was on 
March 12, and shortiy afterwards Mr. 
— Mrs. Sutherland left tor the

In the early part of the month of 
May Mrs. Rowan was surprised and 
grieved beyond measure upon hear- 
ing that her son-in-law was a bigamist, 
and that the young. woman who com- 
municated that unsavory bit of in- 
telligence was really and truly his 
first wife. Mrs. Hazel Sutheriand, it 
appeared, had the prior right to the 
affections of the too-amorously in- 
clined jockey, and that despite the 
fact that she had not been able to re- 
tain them. But she proved to Mrs. 
Rowan's satisfaction that she was tne 
wife of the man who had also married 
her daughter. 

Wife No. I had married Sutherland 
at Visalia, October 18, 1902, she being 
at that time only 19 years of age, and 
a daughter of the Eddy family. The 
marriage took place in the Presby- 
terian Church, and the record left no 
room for doubt in the mind of Mrs. 
Rowan or her daughter.
